Mr. Attorney General AKERMAN’S very 
constitutional, if not very learned, opinion 
in the civil service matter only shows how 
easy itis to quote the Scripture with the 
purpose of serving his majesty, the devil. 
How natural that, patronage being in- 
volved, a Radical lawgiver should give us 
genuine constitutional authority for the 
righty of his party and the master of his 
party to confer office at their own discre- 
tion!

The New York Ww orld is being freely 
denounced by the Radicals, because, hav- 
ing made a bold stand for Democratic 
reform a year ago, it now refuses to en- 
courage the merely partisan clamor got up 
by the Radical leaders not so much to cor- 
rect abuces as to divert public attention 
from their own corruptions.

While English, 
German, and American papers devote a 
considerable portion of their space to 
the subject, and many foreigners have 
made extra trips to witness the trials, the 
French press gives but meager reports, 
and the court-room, by no means of ex- 
traordinary éxtent, contains half-empty 
benches. This is all the more remarkable 


as French hails of jusiice are generally 
filled even during insignificant cases with 
an attentive audience,

The R: adicals claim that the demoraliza. 
tion of the Democrats will enable them to 
carry New York in the next election. If 
that should be the case, we would see very 
little hope of defeating Grant. But our 
friends deny these statements, and assure 
us that New York will be unwavering in 
the Democratic faith. Oregon, though a 
clove Slate, is considered almosi as sure as 
one of ovr Kentucky Congressional dis- 
tricts. 

Now, canvassing the probabilities be- 
fore vs, with the light given us, it seems 
clear that GRANT intends to use the army 
billin his own behalf; and having the reg- 
ist:y and count in the hands of the carpet- 
boggers, it ccems equally clear that ‘the 
State officials will declare Arkansas, 
Florida, Louisiana and Mississippi Radi- 
cal, whether the popular vote is rcally and 
hone*tly for the Democratic pominee or 
not. The same game will be attempted in 
Alabama, Géorgia, North Carolina and 
Texas; but it will fail. 

We consider, therefore, that Texas will 
be added to our column; Indiana we also 
corclude will be ours. If we retain Ne- 
vada and New Hampshire our vote figures 
up 146. We are still 18 votes short of an 
elcction even with those figures, If we 
can add New Jersey and Connecticut we 
would exactly elect. New Jersey 
and California, or Conneeticut and 
California, would not elat. If Penn- 
sylvania drops into our line, 
w.th her 26 votes it secures it, even if we 
should love Indiana and two or three of 
the smaller States. Without Pennsylvania 
we have to carry every other doubiful 
Stuie but one and retain those that are put 
down as .ccure to elect our nominee. It 
then looks as if the pivot of the next Pres- 
idential election must be Pennsylvania. 
The Keystone State has exhibited remark- 
able sagecity during the last forty years, hav- 
ing nvariably cast her vote for the Presi- 
dent elect. The man who reocives her vote 
in 1872 will again be the elected President. 
These are facts wor.hy of cogsideration. 

According to the actual count of electo- 
ral votes, as determined by preceding 
elections, the Democrats have only 140 
votes and the Radicals have 177. We have 
to gain 18 votes from the Radical column, 
and retain all of our own, to elect. How 
are we to doit? By closing up the ranks, 
acting in harmony and selecting the 
strongest man. If Pennsylvania elects 
her Democratic ticket in October, or even 
brings it to a race won by a_ head, 
we have the game in our own hands. 
It is evident, therefore, that the election in 
Pennsylvania is of the deepest importance, 
and that the enerey of the Democrats 
should be cenivalized there. With that 
tt.fe we can defet Grant, and in view of 
this fact we look with the gyveatest solici- 
tude tothe result, for upon it may de- 
pend the welfare and the iuture destiny of 
the country.

LTA LT 
The European Alliances. 

The many reporis of alliances and coun- 
ter alliances among the powers of Europe 
which have been flashed across the cable to 
us during the past two weeks are but a 
small selection of the aljances which are 
bruited about in the European press. But 
while the cable dispatches confined them- 
selves to all sorts of possible and impossible 
combinations of the larger European pow- 
ers, the European press docs not hesitate 
to draw the smaller powers likewise inio 
the vortex. One of the most. re- 
liable organs of Europe states that 
Sweden, Denmark ~- and Holland 
have formed an ofiensive and defensive al- 
liance, and have conjointly addressed a note 
to Russia in which they express their ap- 
prehensions of German ambition and 
place the integrity of their territory 
under the protection of the Czar. Another 
paper leaves out Sweden and substitutes in 


‘her place Belgium, while their note was 


addressed to England, and not to Russia. 
Still another version has it that an alliance 
for mutual defense has been made. be- 
tween Sweden, Denmark, Holland, 
Beleium, Switzerland and Greece, 
but leaves out all in regard to a request for 
protection from any of the larger powers 
of Europe. Meanwhile some of the pow- 
ers mentioned above, Denmark, Sweden 
and Holland, have each declared oJicially 
that as far as they are concerned no such 
engagement has been entered upon or even 
thought of, and that all reporis to the con- 
trary are mere inventions. But this has 
by no means satisfied the sensationists, 
who claim that one of the cua7ements 
entered upon is absolute secrecy. The 
whole upshot of the matter is that 
the politicians of Europe feel instinctively 
that something is in the wind, or at least 
believe they do, and hence rack their 
brains to find the solution of the mystery, 
which each explains according to his opin- 
ion. In view of these facts, we ought to 
be very cautious in receiving European 
political news at present, particularly that 
in regard to alliances and to the relations 
of the different powers, as the rumors are 
at present set afloat principally by unin- 
formed sensational correspondents or by 
designing men for the purpose of infiu- 
encing the quotations of bonds and securi- 
ties.

Mgp1“.1, 
is aman of strong orginal sense; and if, 
instead of devoting himself to the editing 
of newspapers, he had made politics his 
profession, he would long since have risen 
to high office. But, being only a newspa- 
per editor, nobody has thought of nomi- 
nating bim for C svernor or Senator, and he 
is stiJl a private citizen.” It strikes us that 
Colonel MEDiLL would gain nothing, and 
loce much, by being Governor or Senator. 
He is a stockholder and an editor of the 
Chicavo Tribune. That is, in itself, a 
conspicuous and life-time oifice, furaish- 
ing oppol.unitics both for public uceful- 
ness aud display, which no civil posi could 
give, and which ought to gratify the am- 
bition of any man. He gets about twenty- 
five thousand dollars a year for writing his 
share of the editorials of the Tribune. 
That is a pretty good income. He is in 
more constant and familiar intercourse 
with the people of [Illinois than Governor 
PALMER or Senator TRUMBULL; and his 
intercourse with the people is not confined 
to the State of linois, but embraces the 
populous States of the greut Norihwest. 
The office of the Chicago Tribune is as 
splendid as the Executive mansion at 
Washington, and as richly furnished. 
What would Colonel Mrepiit gain by be- 
ing Senator or Governor, with the un- 
certainty of teaure, the obligations to 
party and the bedevilment of patronage 
which attach to such unstable political 
places? He is now hig own master, holds 
a permanent and conspicuous post, gets 
as great a salary as the President of the 
United States, and can use his resources, 
original and acquired, to the very best 
advantage. Why should Mr. Dana, who 
is himself the occupant of a great place, 
mourn over him?

Dr. Von Vieckat t We eisiger Hall Last 
Night—Seconde-sight ystery by the 
Assistance of His Wife. 
ast bight, notwithstanding the many prophe- 

cies to the contrary, Dr. Von Vieck drew a very 

large house. His illustrations and exposition of 
the tricks of she various spirit mediums were 
decidedly better than on either of the previous 
performances. Besides giving all the principal 
experiments of last Monday and Wednesday 
nights, including tLe spirit writing, rapping and 
table-tipping, he permitted himself to be tied by 

a committee appointed by thi} audience, author- 

izing the gentlemen of the committee to use 

their discretion in securing him, as best they 
could, with as much rope as they desired. They 
tied him securely, as they thought, it requiring 

them four minutes to do 80. 

He was then inclosed in his cabinet, and almost 
immediately exhibited to the audience ope of his 
bands, a a Davenport, above the curtain, and in 
less than two and one-half minutes he appeared 

‘ before the audience entirely released from the 
cords which had bound him. He was then tied 
again, more securely if possible than before, and 
in presence of the audience released himself 
much sooner than before. He showed conclu- 
sively by this trick that there was nothing very 
difficult about the similar performance of the 

Davenports and others who practice this tying 

business under the pretense that they are as- 

sisted by the spirits. The secret about the 
tying is that the bands are so managed when 
the cords are being drawn around the medium 
that they may be immediately released. The 
Doctor introduced bis wife upon the stand for 
the purpose of giving experiments in the matter 
ot second-sight. He told the audience that the 
whole thing was a humbug, but that it was too 
good a card to be exposed at present, and that 
he would withhold the exposition for a time.

‘THE ACCIDENT. 


Particulars of Thursday Night's Dis- 
aster on the L. & N. Railroad.

CAUSE OF THE COLLISION. 


The following additional particulars of the 
collison Thuteday night, at Randolph Station, 
on the Louisville and Nashville railroad, were 
obtained yesterday. There was but one car 
wrecked—the next to the rear coach on the New 
Orleans express, northward bound, due here at 
10:45 Pp. m., although the engine of the colliding 
train and three of its coaches were thrown from 
the track. All of the injured passengers were in 
this car, which was very full at the time, con- 
taining some forty passengers, and it is only to 
be wondered that the casualities were not far 
more disastrous. — 
THE DEAD. 


Of these casualties three were fatal. Abel 
Johnston, who was rg a Dr. James 
Thomas, who died at St. Joseph's 
four hours after the accident, and Mr. W. A. 
Buchanan, who died at the same place, and 
about the same time. Mr. Johnston was from 
Thomasville, Thomas county, Georgia, and was 
on bis way North to buy mules, having some 
twenty-eight hundred dollars in his possession 
at the time of the accident. The body, when 
found, was terribly mutilated, one leg being en- 
tirely torn off below the thigh, and his head 
nearly seyered from the trunk. From all the 
attendant circumstances it appears that he was 
either standing on the platform and jumped as 
the collision occurred, or was walking beside the 
wrecked car, which overturned upon him: 
Twenty-four hundred and sixty dollars of the 
money belonging to him was found scattered 
near the body, which amount is now 
held by the railroad authorities, await- 
ing « claiment, The remaina were 
brought to this city this morning, and afterward 
forwarded, in a hermetically-sealed coffin, to 
his relatives in Thomasville. Dr. Thomas was 
from Rome, Georgia, on his way to New York, a 
through tieket to that city being found on his 
person. He was conversing with a friend, Mr. 
Butler, from Southern Georgia, as the car was 
struck. Mr. Butler, who was uninjured, went to 
Dr. Thomas after the accident, and found him 
sitting up, but complaining of severe injuries in 
ihe head end internally. He was removed to St. 


Joseph's Infirmary after the arrival of the train. 


brimgipg the wounded to the city; after which 
be was unconscious, and died at half-past two 
yesterday morning of concussion of the brain. 
The remains were « likewise sent 
to his wife last night. Mr. 
William A. Buchanan was formerly a residertt of 
Jeffersonville, Indiana, and was on his way to 
the dying bed of his aged motherin that city. 
whose only hgpe before surrendering her life to 
its giver was to bestow upon herson her last 
earthly benediction. Only a few miles distant 
tbat son received the summons of death first, 
and it may be trusted that the meetings denied 
them upon earth may have been consummated 
in Heaven. Mr. Buchanan was from Ashford or 
Ashville, North Carolina, and doubtless yester- 
dey his effiicted wife received the terrible in- 
f.rmation that herself wasa widow and her 
children orphans. The remains of Mr. Buchanan, 
as were these of Dr. Thomas, were removed to 
the cffice of Mr. King, undertaker, on the corner 
of Third and Jeffersen, whence the body of the 
latter was forwarded to his wife in her now sad- 


ly-darkened home. 
THE WOUNDED. 


Of the wounded taken to St. Joseph's Infirm. 
ary and now lying there, more or less severely 
injured, there are five. Col. James O. Griffith, of 
the Nashville Union and American, was hurt in 
the bead, back and side, but will be well enough 
to leave for home this morning. At noon yester- 
day the foliowing dispatch was sent to his part- 
ner, Mr. Ira P. Jones: “Mr. Grifiith js badly burt 
but much better. Don’t be uneasy but come on 
2p. mw.ctrain. Tell Mrs. Griffith notto be un. 
easy.’ Col Griffith was suffering much from 
concussion of the brain yesterday afternoon, 
but, inthe opinion of the attendant physicians 
would receive no serious results therefrom. His 
little son, aged fourteen, who was sitting by his 
father, remained uninjured, which the child ex- 
pieains: Father jumped up when the noise came, 
but 1 held o@ tight to the seat.’ Mr. James 
Stone, a planter from Washington county, Miss. 
was on his way to meet his wife in this city for 
the purpose of an extended tour through 
the Northern and Eastern States. He was se- 
verely injured in the head, receiving a scalp 
wound which eatends entirely across the skull 
Mr. W. W. Anderson, a merehant of Forsythe, 
Georgia, was on his way to New York to purchase 
goods; slightly wounded in the head. Mrs. Cyn- 
thiana D. Tucker, of Hillsboro, Coffee county, 
Tennessee, widow of Clinton Tucker, formerly of 
that place, was on her way to Edgar county, IIli- 
noir, She was orly slightly Bruised in the body. 
James Welsh, who bas been in the employ of the 
L. & N. BR. R., and resides in the southern por- 
tion of this city, wason his way home’frow Har- 
din county, Kentucky, where his wife resides; 
slightly bruised in his iegs and had his eyes some 
what injured. Robert Brodie, of Little Rock, 
Arkansas, was severely injured. All of these 
wounded the attendant physicians think in a 
fair way for recovery. 

A number of those less severely injured went, 
en the arrival of the train, to the different ho- 
tels. At the Louisville Hotel last night were 
Col Mottley, of Bowling Green, Kentucky, and 
wife. Col. Mottley received a severe cut in the 
head, while Mra. Mottley is suffering from sev- 
eral slight bruises about the head and body. 
Mr. R. A. Armistead, of Nashville, Tenn, re- 
ceived slight bruises in the head and was se- 
verely burt in the wrist, and is suffering much 
from concussion. Beside these, the following 
gentlemen were at the hotel, more or less in- 
jured: W. B. Buck, Nashville; A. H. Smith, 
Oakland station, Ky.; A. J. King, Bridgeport, 
Conn., and Capt. Fessler, conductor on the 
Nashville railroad, accompanied by his wife. 
No sericus fears are entertained of the speedy 
recovery of any of these. -- 

THE ACCIDENT 

oceurred to} the New Orleans express train while 
running on a siding track at Randolph Station, 
some seven or eight miles from this city. It ap- 
pears that orders had been given for the south- 
ward-bound train and the express to pass at this 
point. The express train arrived at the crossing 
first, and yas moving on to the switch—the en- 
gine and two cars having passed, the last car but 
one still half way across, and the rear car still 
on the main track— when the engine of the south- 
ward-bound train struck the third car, lifting it 
up and overturning it completely. The scene 
that resulted was one of the Wildest confusion. 
As said, there were some forty passengers in this 
carriage, several of whon? were badly 


injured, 
andthe groans of the wounded mingled with. 


the anxious questions of separated friends—tbe

busband, the children from their parents. Th-> 
colliding train was thrown from the ¢track, but 
no one in this nor in any other of the cars on the 
express train were at all bur‘. 
escapes are instanced—one particularly of an 
excursion party from Terre Haute, Ind., who 
had just left the car for the one in its rear, ther: 
being no vacant seats in the former. Passen- 
gers in the wrecked car were thrown in every 
direction, but beyond a few slight bruises no 
furtber accidents occurred than those recorded. 
The intelligence of the wreck was immediately 
telegraphed to this cit y, and upon the arrival 
of the train at one o'clock yesterday morning, 
physicians were in attendance at the Nashville 
depot to show every attention to the wounded. 
The colliding engine wgs the famous ‘29,"" re- 
cently built, and the firat ever constructed south 
of the Ohio river. She was but slightly injured, 
and will be again in use in the course of a day 
ortwo. The wrecked car was not cut in two, as 
might be expected, but seems to have been lifted 
up from beneath and\gverturned, else the record 
of deaths would undoubtedly have been much 


greater. 
THE CAUSE OF THE COLLISION. 


No official investigation has as yet been made 


of the causes that led to the accident, but a re- 
porter of the Corrizr-Jocrwa. called yesterday 
upon Mr. Albert Fink, general superintendent 
of the Louisville and Nashville railroad, and ob- 
tained the following facts in regard to it: There 
is one rule, adopted and strictly enforced by the 
company. governing cases of this nature, which 
reads as follows: “All trains approaching sta- 


tions or sidings where another train 
may be standing, must do so. with 
caution, and come to a full stop a@ 


the station, eo that conductors can compare 
their time and impart information, tf any is 
needed.” The passing in question was not the reg- 
ular one, but instructions had been given both 
trains to pass each other at this point. The ex- 
press train had arrived first, but found two plat- 
form cars on the siding, which prevented all the 
coaches of the express from getting on the 
switch until these two were pushed forward. 
While the work of coupling was going on for this 
purpose, the collision occurred. By the rule, as 
above stated, the engincers of both trains 
are required to stop at the 
passing. Thisthe engineer of the southward- 
bound train does not appear to hare done. The 
evidence goesto show that the colliding train 
was running at the rate of twenty miles an hour 
when ft ought to have come to a stop before 
reaching the southern end of the siding, at 
which the accident occurred. This switch is 
eleven hundred feet in length—a sufficient space 
to have allowed the train to have been checked 
if the brakes bad been applied or the engine re- 
versed when reaching the northern end. The 


engineer on the "28" is named George Patrick, a 


long-tried and faithful employe, whose brother 
was also engineer on the express. train. 
The latter says he beard his 
brother whistle down brakes when at the furtber 
end of the siding, eleven hundred feet distant, 
and that when he came opposite his engine he 
(bis brother George) had bis engine reversed. 
If the engine was reversed at the northern end 
of the siding, the train ought te have been 
checkéd before reaching the southern end. 

George Patrick has always been regarded as the 
most trustworthy engineer in the tompany’s 
‘employ; has been confided the most importafit 
duties, and Me. Fink was of the opinion

altogether, one of the most valuable men on the 
road. Why or how the aecident occurred cannot 
be explained until the whole matter has been 
thoroughly investigated, which will be done to- 
day by the officers of the road. For a mile the 
road runs ina straight line before 
switeh from Loutaville, and the 


etermfned when the investigation takes 
place. . Bink states that no passenger has 
ever been Killed on the Nashville road or its local 
branches before this accident, and certainly, had 
the rules of the company been strictly followed, 
from whatever cause the failure resulted, this 
collision could not have occurred. 
THE INQUEST. 

After the removal of the remains of Dr. Thomas 
and Mr. Buchanan from the Infirmary, and prior 
to the second removal of the body of the former 
to the depot, the Coroner proeeeded to hold an 
inquest at Mr. King's office. No evidence was 
taken, however, and the inquest was adjourned to 
the county jail this afternoon at 3 o'clock. From 
the evidence then adduced it will probably be 
seen what was the cause of this disastrous scci- 
dent and as to who was to blame for its oocur- 


rence. 
The entire damage done tothe trains by this 
accident will not be more. than $2,000. The de- 
bris of the wreck was promptly removed, and 
the trains yesterday were all running on time.

THE FIRES LAST NIGHT. 


A Great Conflagration in an Oil Re- 
finery and no Oi! Burned. 

There were two alarms of fire in rapid succes- 
sion last evening. The first, from signal-box 69, 
at 7 o'clock, was caused by 4 coal-oil lamp ex- 
plodingin the residence of Mr. Edwards, corner 
Fifteenth and Congress streets. The family 
were badly frightened, but very little damage 
was sustained to the property. 

The second alarm came twenty minutes after, 
and only a few minutes succeeding a loud report 
which was heard alloverthe citf. It was cauged 
by the explosion of accumulated gas in the still- 
room of the coal-oil refinery of Chess, Carley & 


Co., at the junction of Sixth street 
and the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad, There is only one lamp 


kept about the place at night, and this hung 
some distance from the still room. It is sup- 
posed that the gas accumulated and escaped to 
such an extent as to reach the blaze of the lamp, 
aud then communicating back, caused the ex- 
plosion. Singularly, the building was not blown 
to pieces, the concussion escaping out the open 
doors and windows. 

Though there were three thousand barrels of 
oil in buried tanks almost immediately under 
the fire and ten cars full of the inflammable fluid 
standing upon the railroad track within a few 
feet of the place, none of it was destroyed, dem- 
onstrating the singular fact that there may be 
@ great fire in an oil factory and still no oil 
burned, The conflagration had the appearance 
of being an immense one and very destructive; 
for what little oil there was on fire made a@ great 
light and burned high in the air. The loss will 
enly amount-to about $800; fully insured. 


Run Over by a Train. 

A serious accident happened to Johany, aged 
eleven years, son of Mrs. Ahern, yesterday, in 
the upper part of the city, on the Louisville and 
Cincinnati Railroad, just this side of the 
round-houge, as he waa going to school. There 
Was one train coming in and another train going 
out, A few seconds before the tralns passed each 
other Johnny attempted to run between them, 
to get on the opposite side <fthetrack, As he 
was between the locomotives he became fright- 
ened and started to return, but was rua over by 
the incoming train, crushing his right leg 
from the knee to the ankle joint, neceasitat- 
ing the amputation of the limb above the knee. 
The little fellow, immediately after the ac- 
cident, was conveyed to his home aad

were called in, who made a successful 
amputation. The condition of the sufferer late 
yesterday evening was congidered very precari- 
ous, he having lost #0 great a quantity of blood 
wcrcré assistance could be redtered.
